DISCORDANT NOTE AT CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE BANQUET. 


Assertion That Liberal Element 
Jobbed the “Long Hairs” Out of 
Places on the Directorship Causes 
Adverse Criticism and Is Strongly 
Denied by Chairman.

Here is the key to this effort of the _ political 
‘bureau of the railroads to thwart the will of the 
people and deprive them of their rights. There is 
no sense in laying blame on those interested. They 
are mere humans, no better, no worse, than the 
rest of us. They are doing what most of us would 
do in their place. The people must lay the blame 
on themselves. They elected W. H. Savage to mis- 
represent them and he does it. We must not make 
another mistake now and let the fight go by default. 
If we leave the few servants of their master un- 
opposed at Sacramento they will succeed. If we 
take no interest in the matter, why should legisla- 
tors whom we did not elect, who have no interest 
in the affair on their own part or on t of their 
constituents? But we have reason to think a very 
large majority of the members of the Legislature 
are just and independent and mean to do right. In 
the Assembly this has been proved to be the case. 
If we appeal to the Senators in the proper way, 
showing them the facts as they are, interest the 
patriotic members of the Assembly to bring their 
influence to bear upon the Senators, there is no 
doubt that the bill will pass, unspoilt by amend- 


ment. 

We have sent from Los Angeles county, with 
one exception, a delegation of legislators who have 
made their influence for good felt at the capital. 
They have shown patriotism and a high sense of 
duty. The Legislature as a whole is made up of 
an excellent type of citizenship, with exceptions so 
few in number that they are harmless. We have 
many assurances that the sentiment in favor of 
fair play for the people of Lés Angeles and San 
Pedro is strong, and that which only favors the in- 
terests of the corporations is weak. A _ vic- 
tory for the people will be notable, and the benefits 
to come from this victory in future years may be 
looked upon as inestimable. 


IFE IN THE PAST. 

A French student has been going back three 
or four centuries to live with the people of those 
times. He has tabulated the prices of nearly every- 

; t and sold, from an acre of land to a 
loaf of bread. His table contains 150,000 items and 
shows surprising results. 

Generalizing broadly, he tells us there has been 
no correlation between economic development and 
political changes, nor has there been any between 
the price of labor and the cost of living. But from 
other causes there has been great amelioration in 
the life of the common people, particularly in the 
last sixty years. 

The broadest generalization made by this careful 
student is that the nineteenth century was marked 
by changing “black bread” into white for the aver- 
age man. Four hundred years before it cost more 
to carry a hundredweight of freight from Rouen to 
Amiens, a few miles in fact, than the present 
freight rate from the plains of Nebraska to Havre. 
How a fact like this stands out like a beacon in 
the life of the people! Naturally, the price of 
bread has gone down in an astonishing way. 

To measure commodities in terms of. money is 
misleading. But we get an insight into the com- 
parative prices of bread and meat by noting that 


pounds of wheat, while now the meat is worth 
seven times as much as wheat. The change has not 
taken place because the animal industry has de-- 
clined, but the number of consumers has increased, 
and the wheat from outside has brought the price 
down. The production of cheese and butter has 
grown beyond al! expectation, not because the num- 
ber of cattle is greater, but they are better cared 


for. 

In the old days new wine cost more than old, for 
the reason that the art of arresting the fermenta- 
tion at the proper point had not been learned, and 
therefore the beverage became too tart for use. So 
imperfect were the means of transportation that 
fish by the seaside was cheaper than now, while in 
the interior it cost three times as much as in our 
day. Fresh fish from the sea was not known even 
fifty miles from the ocean. 

The anti-salt people of those days, if there were 
any, should have made many converts, for salt was 
so heavily taxed that the poor had to go without it. 

As to clothes, they were out of the question for 
the poor, except in the scantiest and of the coarsest. 
At this time the average cost of clothing for work- 
ing people is put at 3 to 4 per cent. of the expense 
of living. In the far past it was 8 per cent. We 
hear much of the superior quality of the fabrics of 
other days.

There is active operation in the building trades, 
If steel rails 
are cut in price there may be more railroad building 
done, although this is not certain. In many States 
hostile legislation is checking “extension of railroad 
lines, and while the laws remain no cut in prices 
will change the dullness into activity.

Mrs. George Alvin Loud. 
Congress Talks 
Entertainingly of Life in the 
Panama Beit. |

SAN ANTONIO (i(Tex.) Feb. 
“Ah, this is a big improvement on the 
skyscrapers,” said H. Harriman, as 
he settied himself in a comfortable 
rocker in one of JDis tents at the camp 
iwhich he has establizhed in a benu- 
tiful spot on the outskirts of San An- 
tonio. 

“I like Uving out of doors,” he con- 
tinued, “but of recent years I have 
not had much opportunity for this 
sort of thing. I have lived in a tent 
before this and I enjoyed it. It is 
certainly a relief from the skyscrap- 
ers. Here one can get close to nature 
and it is restful to me, I felt better 
within an hour after I struck camp.

NEW HOLDINGS IN STATE. 


Government Adds Thousands of Acres 
‘to the Cleveland Forest Reserve. 
President's Proclamation. 

By extending the boundaries of the 


ment of the Interior has added thous- 
ands of acres of valuable land to its 
holdings in this State. The additions 
around Lake Elsinore are regarded as 
particularly valuable. But unless 
shown to be suited to agriculture, the 
government will hold absolute posses- 
sion of these tracts abutting the big 
fresh-water lake. 

In his proclamation, a copy of which 
has been received at the local Land 
Office, the President states that it ap- 
pears that the “public good will be pro- 
moted by adding to the Cleveland na- 
tional forest certain lands which are in 
part covered with timber. 

“The withdrawal made by this 
lamation shall, as to all lands which 
are at this date legally appropriated 
under the public land laws, or reserved 
for any public purpose, be subject to, 
and shall not interfere with or defeat 
legal rights under such appropriation, 
nor prevent the use for such public 
purpose of lands so reserved, so long 
as such appropriation is legally main- 


tained, or such reservation remains in 


force. 

President Roosevelt states that his 
proclamation shall not prevent the 
settiement and entry of any lands 
heretofore opened under the act of 
Congress providing for the entry of 
agricultural lands within forest re- 
serves. 

He also states that certain lands 
eliminated from the Cleveland reserve 
shall be restored to the public domain 
and become subject to settlement under 
the general provisions of the home- 
stead laws, but shall not become sub- 
ject to entry until thirty days after a 
date fixed by the Secretary of the In-. 
terior. Occupation or settlement is 
forbidden until the proper time arrives. |

THE PEAT LANDS. 

In Orenge county, California, the 
peat lands are found in fiat depres- 
sions either poorly drained or not 
drained at ali, so that In many places 
the surface is entirely covered with 
water, or water is found at a depth 
of from one to two feet. The peat va- 
ries from a soft, spongy, yellowish 
mess to a brown compact mess in 
which the vegetable structure is clear- 
ly discernible, passing from that into

Prince ito Before the Mast. 


Sep. Prince Ito began his life young. He was only 22 when, 
Z after trying in vain to drive the foreign gunboats out 
of Yokohama, he slipped away one dark night and got 
a ship for Shanghai, having determined to visit the 
western world and spy out the secrets of the barbarians 
who then threatened the very existence of his country. 
He and Marquis Inouye took passage on another ship at 
Shanghai, and by it made their way around the Cape of 
Good Hope to Europe. They had arranged for money 
beforehand, but in some way there was a misunderstand- 
ing. The captain of the ship did not realize that he had 
two young nobles going off on a tour of investigation. 
He treated them as sailors, and made them work dur- 
ing a great part of their passage. The two boys knew 
no English, and when they were dumped out on the 
streets of London they were at a loss where to go. They 
had letters of credit on Jardine, Mathieson & Co., a great 
English trading firm, which still has its branches all 
over China; but they had only a dollar in actual cash, 
and they lost that before they had gone many blocks. 
I referred to this story during my talk with the Prince 
this morning, and he told me it was a true one. He said 
that Inouye had picked up a loaf of bread from a baker's 
counter, and had laid this, their last coin, down, expect- 
ing that the man would give them some change. To 
their surprise, the baker threw the coin into the till 
and motioned to them to go on. They could not speak 


English. and they had to submit. They soon made 
their way to Jardine, Mathieson & Co., and there found 


the money waiting for them, as they had expected. 
Their Prince had forwarded a credit of $8000, and 
that time on, they had plenty. 


A Landmark of the New Japan. 


Prince Ito said that he and Marquis Inouye 
amazed at the wonders of our civilization, and that 
had not been in England three months before they 
ized that Japan must be thoroughly reorganized and 
educated along modern lines befores it could hope to 
compete with the forces about them. That conclusion 
of these two Japanese boys marks the real beginning of 
the New Japan. The prince told me today how they

At Home With Prince Ito. 


Before I give you our conversation, which covered a 
wide range, both persona! and political, I would like to 
describe the circumstances of our meeting. It was at his 
new villa, near Ohori, half-way between Tokio and Yo- 
kohama, that His Highness by appointment received me. 
I took a jinriksha at the station and with my human 
horse rode for more than two miles on a road shaded 
with pine trees. There were many little shops, a tem- 
ple or two and some beautiful villas along the way. 
Leaving the road, we climbed a hill and entered a gar- 
den of many acres filled with fine shrubbery, out of which 
looked several bronze storks and other works of Japanese 
art. In the center of this was a large building with 
walls of pine and heavy overhanging roofs. This was 
Prince Ito’s villa. It has wide verandas running about 
it, and the walls are so arranged that they slide back 
and forth, permitting many of its rooms to thrown 
into one. The building is mostly one story, it is so 
large that it covers an acre or more. A sort temple- 
like projection forms a porte cochere, and it wus here 
that I was met by Mr. Hisatsuna Furuya, the private sec- 
retary of His Highness, and.led.into a reception-room.

I have no doubt that those islands are 
rich and valuable, and that they will be of good to your 
people in attracting their attention to the great field of 
Asiatic trade. I believe that they have already done 80, 
and that the increase in your business in this part of the 


world is owing somewhat to that interest. [It seems to. 


me that the United States cannot afford to let the 
islands go, and that as a world power it must accept the 
situation and work that problem out to a conclusion. 


“As to the Asiatic market, you wil! need it more and 
more as time goes on. You have enormous supplies of 
raw materials and your skill in manufacture is such that 
you must have a world market. One of the best markets 
of the future will be found on this side of the globe.” 


The Future of Japan. 


“What is to be the place of Japan in that market, 
Your Highness?” I asked. 

“We hope to do a great deal of the trading, and we 
ought to do a large part of the manufacturing,” was the 
reply. “We are here right on the edge of China, with 
an abundant supply of labor, which is comparatively 
cheap, and which is both artistic and adaptable to the 
handling of machinery. There ought to be opportunities 
for combination of American capital and American raw 
materials in the manufacture of goods for us here on 
these islands for the great market of China. We are on 
the ground. We understand the field and the natives of 
the countries about us, and we have such trade connec- 
tions in the way of steamship lines and other things 
that I believe that the capitalists of the two nations 
working together could do better than either could alone. 
We very much desire American capital.” ' ° 

“That brings up the financial condition of your empire. 
Japan is now in the throes of ha mes. What is to 
be your future along such lines?” . 

“I think we shall rapidly recover from the distress 
we have been lately experiencing. We have had a big 
War, and in consequence we have an enormous debt 
which must be paid. We are rich, however, in resources 
of many kinds, and by holding back a little and econo- 
mizing much the business of the country will soon take 
care of itself. As it is today, Japan is not alone in 
having financial troubles. Similar conditions have ex- 
isted during the past year throughout your own country 
and also in Europe.” 


Not a Nation of Imitators. 


“Speaking of manufacturing.” said I, “Your Highness 
has frequently heard the statement made that the Japa- 
nese cannot do original work along such lines and that 
you are only a nation of copyists and imitators.” 

“That is not true,” said Prince Ito. “The Japanese 
are naturally inventive and creative and the world is 
rapidly finding them so. When we began to adopt the 
new civilization we had to imitate that which had al- 
ready been invented. The field was new to us and we 
had to learn it before we attempted to make any im- 


provements. The fact that we have copied and suc- 


cessfully reproduced so much of the work of the west- 
ern nations is in itself remarkable. But that is not all. 
Of late years there have been many Japanese inventions. 
Take the new things along the lines of modern warfare 
which we have created. We have rifles of our own 
make, field guns invented by Japanese, and also our 
own powder and other explosives. At the close of the 
Chino-Japanese war I *hought we ought to be making 
our own guns, anf T: spoke to a steel superintendent in 
our employ. He replied that if I would give him the 
money for tue purpose he would organize a factory and 
build the guns. 

“*But,’ sald I, ‘the making of guns and armor plate 
is by secret processes, which no nation will reveal to out- 
siders. How will you get the information and machin- 
ery necessary? 

“He replied: ‘If I have the money, I am sure that I 
can make the guns.’ 

“The result was that we concluded to try the experi- 
ment. We furnished him what he wanted, and we are 
now building as good guns as those of any other coun- 
try. We are making some of twelve-inch caliber and 
also the shells which are used in them. We are making 
our own armor plate and are building gunboats. In 
all of these things we have invented many improve- 
ments. It is not fair to say that the Japanese is an imi- 
tator only. He is a creator of remarkable ability.”

of the world. That eternal problem of how the world 
will end is in the opinion of many a matter for scientific 
investigation, and it is curious that the majority be- 
lieve that the earth will open up and fly to pieces in the 
most gigantic earthquake ever known; an earthquake 
that will wipe all life from the globe before the actual 
destruction of the earth is complete. 


The late Grant Allen firmly believed that the world 
would end by the crust of the earth eventually giving 
way beneath the colossal weight above it; and Abbé 
Dupin, one of the greatest scientists of France, believes 
that doomsday will begin with a war that will envelop 
the greatest nations in Europe, this being followed by 
a plague the like of which has never been known, cul- 
minating with an earthquake that will practically shake 
the world to pieces. | 

Mr. H. G. Wells, whose scientific prophecies are well 
known, is, however, of a different opinion. The world 
will end, he declares, by its becoming entirely frozen over. 
It is a well-known fact that every year more ice accumu- 
lates around the Poles; in short, many millions of tons 
of ice in excess of that of the year previous settle about 
the earth’s extremities each year, and in Mr. Wells’s 
opinion this will gradually extend until the whole world 
is frozen over and every living thing is thus destroyed. 

Several scientists are of opinion that we shall perish 
by fire, and this old world of ours with us. Nikola 
Tesla, the great American, is convinced that, the atmos- 
phere of the world being so fully charged with electric- 
ity, the result will be a gigantic explosion by sponta- 
neous combustion, when the world will be entirely en- 
circled with flame which in the space of a few seconds 
will destroy all life. 


Two of the world’s greatest scientists firmly aver that 
the end of the world will be brought about by astronomi- 
cal conditions. Take Prof. Marienberg, the noted Aus- 
trian student. In his opinion the earth will fly from 
its orbit and come in contact with one of the other plan- 
ets that may chance to be in a direct line. The earth, 
being comparatively small, will, of course, get the worst 
of it, and split into fragments at the collision.

Abe Lee at Leadville. 

“When the history of Leadville is written,” sald marx 
Boehmer of Denver in talking of the early mining de- 
velopment of the district today, “there should be no mis- 
take as to who actually made the first discovery of gold 
in California Guich.

Lee, al- 
though suffering terribly from snow blindness, managed 
to pan the gravel, and the result was such that they at 
once recovered confidence. He worked the guich for a 
long time and made plenty of money. 

“The question has also been asked,” continued Mr. 
Boehmer, “where did the millions of dollars taken out 
of the California gulch placers in early days go? 

“If I remember rightly, no one made a very large pile; 
but there were scores of men who left the guich with 
$25,000 or $30,000 and went back East to establish them- 
selves in business or to buy farms. As a rule they were 
sober, industrious men, and the fortunes they made in 
the guich gave them a competence which enabled them 
to prosper in their undertakings in other parts of the 
country.”—[Denver Republican.

T this time of year few parts of the world abound 
im more picturesque scenery, more rugged life and 
more romantic experiences’ than the northern woods 
and the upper lakes of our own country. The ice-cov- 
ered vessel, the dog team, the hunter’s cabin and the 
lumber jack are common sights in this region, and about 

each of them centers much that is of human interest. 
On Lake Superior it is usually with difficulty that ves- 
sels move after December 15, and it is sometimes May 
r before the ice fields disappear. Most vessels passing the 
'_ Saulte Ste. Marie canals after December 1 are almost hid- 
den by a beautiful frozen mass, and the seamen in the

It is snot long 
thereafter until ice has formed upon the upper lakes as 
far as the eye can reach and save for the curling smoke 
from the smokestacks of the ships, the occasional ap- 
pearance of the watchmen on deck and the movements of 
the car ferries, the great commerce of these notable 
bodies of water is at a standstill. 

In the meantime, the deckhands are penetrating the 
bleak forests where they find a winter’s job at $35 to 
$40 a month and leave most of the evidences of civiliza- 
tion behind unti] spring. In the lumber camps on every 
hand trees form the horizon and the log houses, to- 
gether with the noise of the logger’s ax, carry one back 
to the pioneer days of America. 

On the front of the. log houses hang several deer or 
7 other specimens of wild game. Snow covers the ground 
"3 and smoke curls from the cooking quarters. On a Sun- 

day the coarse washing of the men of the camp flaps 
from a clothes ‘line suspended between the trees. ©. 

Near by are other log buildings, but much larger in 
dimensions than those used by the pioneer American. 
These are stables and in many instances shelter some 
of the finest draft horses to be found anywhere, though 
machinery is nowadays taking their places in some of 
the activities of these northern woods. 

In this connection, another interesting sight is added 
when the traveling veterinary arrives in a sled drawn 
by from four to six dogs making the rounds from camp 
to camp. Over ice-bound streams and snow-clad hills

being no dairy near enough to supply fresh milk, they 
use condensed milk altogether. Bread and potatoes are 
also staples with the lumber jack, and there is always 
plenty of what they have. 

A camp store is maintained where tobacco, clothing 
and the like are kept. Whatever is bought here by the 
men during the winter months is charged up to them 
and deducted from their wages at the end of the season. 

These men are under much stricter discipline than 
one might on’ first thought imagine. At 9 p.m., it is one 
of the rules of the camp that all lights shall be out that 
every one may have the opportunity to go to sleep, and 
this rule is quite agreeable to most of the loggers, for 
they must be up by daybreak. All liquor is strictly for- 
bidden. Liquor and logging don’t go together any more 
than liquor and modern railroading. The felling of trees 
and skidding them into piles requires a much clearer 
brain In fact than many other occupations. 

Leaving camp headquarters in the early morning with 
the loggers one soon finds himself in the midst of activi- 
ties many of which are new to people unacquainted with 
lumbering in winter. One naturally expects to see the 
felling of trees and the cutting of the trunk and larger 
limbs into the desired lengths, but these are only a part 
and perhaps the least interesting of all the operations. 
The making of the iced roadway, the forming of bank- 
ing grounds, the winter preparation for rafting in the 
spring and the modern use of traction engines on the ice 
and snow at once attract attention.

HE latter-day conventionalist who measures out his

Washington with a chimney piece and a generous sam- 
ple of rum from his Jamaica plantation, while in the 
lean days of bad crops in Jamaica Washington recipro- 
cated in barrels of flour. 


The chimney piece was a magnificent affair of Ital- 
ian white marble, the agricuitural scenes depicted on its 
three tablets well suited to the American Cincinnatus 
who, having led his countrymen in their fight for lib- 
erty, now returned to the Mt. Vernon plow. As a mat- 
ter of fact. however, it was not designed for Washing- 
ton, but for Samuel Vaughan himself who, hearing that 
his adored Washington was putting his house in order, 
upon the arrival of the fireplace in England, impul- 
sively shipped it unpacked across the seas. 

But amusement over the fireplace dwindles in laugh- 
ter when we learn of a gift of asses sent by the King 
of Spain as “a token of his special esteem"”—given and 
received without sense of humor, for the royal ear had 
heard of Washington's desire to breed mules on his 
plantation, and a jack and two jennies were instantly 
dispatched from the royal stud at Madrid. 

The Marquis de Lafayette also contributed a beauti- 
ful ass, named in honor of its home town, the Knight 
of Malta. a most welcome guest at Mt. Vernon. Less 
happy in his choice was the Marquis when he sent to 
America a pack of hounds from France, for the Mt. Ver- 
non hunting kennels had run grievously down in the 
heel while the master had been absent on his long war 
chase, and the arrival of these large, fierce creatures | 
was about as disconcerting as the appearance of a white 
elephant looking for lodging and board. : 

Lafayette fell quite in the habit of sending his dear 
friend presents, but whatever was their relative value 
in the eyes of the recipient, to the judgment of poster- 
ity all others are forgotten in one priceless historic gift, 
the key of the Bastile which came into the possession 
of Lafayette as commander-in-chief of the National 
Guard. How Washington's heart must have thrilled 
with a very excusable pride as he read the accompany- 
ing words! 

“Give me leave, my dear General, to present you with 
a picture of the Bastile, just as it looked a few days 
after I ordered its demolition, with the main key of the 
fortress of despotism. It is a tribute which I owe as a 
son to my adopted father—as an aide-de-camp to my 
general—as a missionary of liberty to its patriarch.” 

On one of Lafayette’s visits to Mt. Vernon, his wife 
intrusted to his care a gift of her own to Washington, 
an exquisite bit of woman's handicraft, a white satin 
apron upon which she had embroidered the emblem of 
the Masonic order, both her husband and distinguished 
friend belonging to that society. 

This was not the only offering from the fair sex. The 
wife of Peter von Berckel of Rotterdam, the first Am- 
bassador from Holland to the United States of America, 
painted an allegorical scene executed on copper. It 
On a stumpy. piece of 
fluted column in the foreground perched a bust of 
Washington. In the background a cave, dwelling-place 
of the Fates—the three sisters out on the front porch, 
so to speak, hard at work on Washington's destiny. 
Clotho had spun, Lachesis twisted, in most approved 
mythological style, but when Atropos lifted her scissors 
to snip off the thread, presto! down swooped the youth 
Iinniortality, made a snatch at the uncut thread and 
handed it up into the perpetual keeping of Fame, a 
winged creature of uncertain anatomy, a trumpet at 
pursed lips, a laurel wreath trimphantly held in up- 
lifted hand. Nor is the end yet said. The artist was a 
poet as well, and with the gift came the following 
verse: 

“In vain the sisters ply their busy care 
To reel off years from Glory’s deathless heir; 
Frail things shall pass, his fame shall never die.” 

Several busts of distinguished persons added their 
dignity to the inventory of Washington's gifts of honor; 
likewise a full-length portrait of the unfortunate Louis 
XVI in a magnificent gilt frame, the royal arms of 
France at the top, those of the Washington family at 
the bottom. 

A superb order of the society of Cincinnatus was pre- 
sented to Washington by the French officers who served 
in the Continental army, its cost $3000, the whole eagle 
in the design, with the exception of the bird’s beak and 
eye, made of diamonds.

N the little hamlet of Paris, in Oxford county, Maine, 


Hanniba] Hamlin, the running mate of Abraham Lin- 
coln, on the Republican ticket in the campaign of 1860, 
and while much is being said about 1909 being the cente- 
nary of the martyred President, little, if any, mention 
is being made of the fact that this year also marks the 
passing of 100 years since the birth of that President's 
able co-worker in the trying times of the Civil War. 
The Hamlins were of Puritan and Revolutionary 
stock, and Eleazar Hamlin, the grandfather of the Vice- 
President, commanded a company of Minute Men in 
the war for independence, and in his company had en- 
rolled five of his own sons. One of Eleazar’s sons was 
’ Cyrus, the father of Hannibal, and it was on the farm 
of Cyrus that the future statesman was born, August 27, 
1809. It had been intendea by the family that Hanni- 
bal should have a college education, and before he had 
reached the age of 16 years he was practically ready to 
take up his collegiate work. Things took place, how- 
ever, which altered these plans, and Hannibal remained 
at home, where he spent one winter in surveying a 
township of forest land on the Dead River, which had 
been purchased by his father and others. His brother 
Elijah was a lawyer, and when Hannibal was 18 he be- 
gan the study of the law in the former’s office. Again, 
- however, were his plans to be frustrated, for after about 
six months his father died and it was deemed necessary

That same year he was nominated for Governor by 
the Republicans, and was elected by 18,000 majority 
over beth the other candidates and by 23,000 over the 
Democratic candidate. Hardly had he been inaugurated 
when he resigned, after actually thirteen days in the 
Gubernatoria) chair, having been elected by the Legisla- 
ture as United States Senator for the third term. In 
the upper house of Congress he ably defended the Re- 
publican principles, as thowgh he had always been a 
member of the , 

Although it came to Mr. Hamlin as a surprise, it was 
but proper, as a political move, that he should be nom- 
inated for the Vice-Presidency in the famous conven- 
tion held in the Chic Wigwam in May, 1860. Lin- 
coln, on the third ballet, had far outstripped Seward, 
who had led on the and second ballots, for the 
head of the ticket, and Ahis left the second place open 
for an eastern man, although the name of Cassius M. 
Clay of Kentucky was put forward by friends of that 
prominent abolitionist. But two ballots were neces- 
sary, however, to show Hamlin’s overwhelming popu- 
larity, and thus he became the candidate, together with 
“Honest Abe,” and with him went to victory at the 
polis in the fall of that year.

mained for the next two years. 


At the age of 20 he decided to enter the newspaper 
field, and, with Horatio King, afterward Postmaster- 
General of the United States, purchased the Democratie 
paper known as the Jeffersonian, in the town of Paris, 
and to this he contributed both prose and poetry. This 
paper long since discontinued publication under that 
name, but its logical successor is the Oxford Democrat, 
now published at South Paris. As the village of Paris 
now boasts of but about 400 inhabitants, and the entire 
town of only 3500, it is evident that there has been 
no great growth since the days of Editor Hamlin. This 
title, however, rightfully belonged to him for only about 
six months, for at the end of that time as knight of 
the pen he relinquished his editorial duties and once 
more took up the law, the required three years being 
spent in the offices of Hon. Joseph G. Cole and Fessen- 
den, Deblois & Fessenden, the junior member of the 
firm afterward becoming United States Senator. 


In 1833 he was admitted to the bar, and svuvn after- 
ward removed to the village of Hampden and opened 
asl an office. There he -as his first legal opponent Hon. 
| ar ree Stephen Emery, and bly as a matter of retribu- 
"aa tion afterward wed the latter’s daughter, Sarah. In 
Hampden, now a lively village of 2500 inhabitants, with 
electric railroad connection with the city of Bangor and 
other points on the Penobscot, there still stand the 
house where Hamlin and his bride lived and the build- 
ing which he used as his office. The former structure 
is a substantial one of two stories and attic, with tall 
chimneys reaching up into the chilly air of a Maine 
winter, betokening the fact that within are inviting 
fireplaces, with their crackling logs and ancient and- 
irons. The office building is a simple square structure, 
with a smal! addition at the rear. It is but one story 
in height, and is now used for residence purposes. 
Since its occupancy by the rising young lawyer it has 
been remodeled and would not now be recognized as the 
old-time office of an attorney. 

It was not long before the abilities of Hamlin were 
recognized by his fellow-citizens, and from 1836 to 1840 
he served in the State Legislature, being for three years 
the Speaker of the House. In 1840 he was the unsuc- 
cessful Democratic candidate for member of Congress, 
but in a second attempt several years later gained the 
coveted post. In the House of Representatives he op- 
posed the extension and aggression of slavery, and his 
first speech on the floor was in opposition to the exclu- 
sion of abolition petitions. He opposed the annexation 
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is said to have enjoyed Lincoln's fullest confidence, and 
to have been in fact, his “right-hand man.” He was 
calm, patient, clear-headed and far-seeing. That he was 
close to the President at the most important period of 
the latter’s incumbency is shown in a speech which Mr. 
Hamlin made in 1888, when he gave the following ver- 
sion of incidents leading up to the proclamation of 
emancipation: 

“The emancipation proclamation was the crowning 
glory of his (Lincoln's) life. That proclamation made 
6,000,000 freemen. It was the act of Abraham Lincoln, 
not the act of his Cabinet. He was slow to move, much 
slower than it seemed to us he should have been, much 
slower than I wanted him to be. But he was right. I 
urged him over and over again to act, but the time had 
not come, in his judgment. One day I called at the 
White House, and when I was about to leave, he said 
to me: ‘Hamlin, when do you start for home?’ ‘To- 
day.’. ‘No, sir.’ ‘Yes, sir.’ ‘No, sir." “Well, Mr. Prest- 
dent, if you have any commands for me, of course I 
will stay.” ‘I have a command for you; I want you 
to go to the Soldiers’ Home with me tonight—I have 
something to show you.’ 


“We went to the Soldiers’ Home that night, and after 
tea he said: ‘Hamlin, you have often urged me to is- 
sue a proclamation of emancipation. I am about to do 
it. I have it here and you will be the first person to 
see it.” Then he asked me to make suggestions and 
corrections as he went along—a most delicate thing to 
do, for every man loves his own child best. I suggested 
the change of a single word, saying: ‘Now, Mr. Presi- 
dent, isn’t that your idea?’ and he said: ‘Yes,’ and 
changed it at once. I made three suggestions, and he 
adopted two of them. Now, what I desire to show you 
is this—the proclamation of emancipation was the proc- 
lamation of Abraham Lincoln.” 

With the close of the term for which he had been 
elected as Vice-President, Hamlin returned to New 
England, where for a time he served as collector of the 
port of Boston, by appointment of President Johnson, 
but resigned because he did not care to be allied politi- 
cally with the latter, whose policies failed to meet with 
his approval. One writer has said that “with Hannibal 
Hamlin in the Vice-Presidency in the second Lincoln 
administration the President would not have been as- 
sassinated, or we should have been spared the trouble, 
discord and disgrace which followed.” 

From 1869 to 1881, Mr. Hamlin again served his State 
in the Federal Senate, and in the latter as sen

Long of limb, long of countenance, hollow-chested, 
austere, the burden of humanity too heavy for his nar- 
row shoulders, yet upborne for all that, though mayhap 
with useless groaning, my next visitor came. A com- 
forter and healer of sick souls was he, too, ministering 
to a dispersed community. Black of costume and dusky 

complexioned, mounted on a thin Rosinante, a spiritual 
| oe Quixote he seemed, tilting not at windmills, but 
at roaring spruces. Him also I welcomed and housed, 
but with what different emotions! Respect I had for 
him and have, honor for his brave endeavors, his single- 
heartedness of purpose, admiration for his courage and 
his lived convictions, yet his very coming depressed me, 
he dispensed melancholy as his brother had dispensed 
cheer and contentment, and sad memories seemed by 
his very presence to be evoked out of the past I would 
forget. Yet I think that when with farewell counsels 
he finally left me, I felt the stronger from his short 
companionship, more brave to face the ills of life, al- 
beit more ready to lay down that life with gloomy resig- 
nation. 

After long weeks another visitor came. I heard the 
clanging of a bell near at hand, and from beyond a knoll 
wound some two or three demure, mouse-colored burros, 
packed high, as mountain men pack, while behind them 
an uncouth, bearded man, dusty, even dirty, doggedly 
| tramped. Odd of appearance he seemed, with yellow 
| boots, corduroy|trousers besmeared by dough and 
| grease, a blue woolen shirt exposing his hairy chest, 
and a broad t flapping over his grizzled head. He 
Was a wande prospector: one of those strange hill 
| folk, deep in /the lore of geology and mineralogy, of 
| woodcraft and\ meteoric phenomena, yet ungrammatical 
| and loud of speech; men who search the hills for for- 
| tunes, yet never find them; who would rather die sud- 
— than spend long years sinking some dark shaft 
ever deeper and nearer toward the elusive gold. Suffi- 
_¢lent for them the excitement of the chase in the open 

air. The lodes once found, energy ceases, and to some 

newer district must they hurry away, there again to 
search and find the prospects of which more patient suc- 
| cessors may make mines. Such an one, grown ok in 
the chase, was my visitor, his whole worldly posses- 
sions on his back and the,backs of his burros, with pris- 
oning age not far from him, yet cheerful and hopeful as 
a young man; the lure still shining for him, and peace 
in his heart. His laughter was loud and long, easily 
evoked and hardly hushed, bringing sympatiietic bub- 
bles of merriment to the listener's throat. With him I 
| feasted and drank.* Saturnian our bellowing mirth, 
| short our silences, while with waving fists and startling 
| Oaths he told me miraculous tales. I think [ wept at 
‘parting from him, and long after his disreputable form 
| had been lost to sight, I loyally fired my repeater in 
| salutation and farewell. 


After him, another prospector followed; a man cos- 

tumed much in the same fashion, but altogether neater 
and more presentable; almost respectable enough to 
pass unnoticed among the mixed throngs of a western 
city. His burros, too, were packed high. in pyramidal 
form, but his outfit was modern and intelligently pur- 
chased. No makeshifts were lugged about with him; 
his were the most improved implements of his craft. 
My former visitor would have spoken of him contemptu- 
ously as a “gopher,” yet I knew that this was the man 
who in the future might possibly wield millions and 
control the destinies of hundreds of souls. Patient, 
silent, morose, he sat smoking in my company, content 
with my near presence and unwish®ul to speak. Not 

like his predecessor would he rove and live, but when 
Fortune gave him his lode and his opportunity, there, 
wherever it might be, he would unpack and stay, build- 
ing a log home and creating for himself the few com- 
forts he felt necessary. And -for one or for twenty 
years, he would sink his shaft down and down until he 
would find the treasured gold, or a sudden death and a 
very deep, black grave. We spoke but little together, 
though we smoked much and parted friends. Coming 
back after he had started forward upon his quest, he 
mutely shook my hand; and by that I knew he approved 
of me, and for days after renewed confidence in myself 
possessed me. 

Silent also was the trapper, who came when the sum- 
mer was well advanced. His winter catch of peltries he 
had taken to some town and shipped to its destination, 
and, waiting there, he had finally received a check, over 
whose unknown small figures he shortly grumbled. Tall 
and stoop-shouldered, with small, keen eyes whose ex- 
pression was rather that of the wild things he trapped 
than of humanity. he wore “store clothes” of awkward 

eut. and his new boots creaked, so that altogether he 
had but a dull, harmless, rustic appearance. He was 
silent not from any morose habit of thought or from a 
mood too dreamy or aspiring to be worded, but from 
long habit. Very companionable in himself, he needed 
few phrases: graceful gestures, the expression of his 
face, the sudden curve of his mobile body, were enough 
to convey his idea. This, the most primitive of all my 
visitors that had heretofore found me out, interested 
me the most deeply of any. Ah, if I could but draw 
from him his knowledge, even the slightest hints of 
his life and deeds. what an illuminating body of forest 
lore would be mine! And, at last. under the influence 
of firelight and companionship, he did speak somewhat, 
though little to the purpose; rather, not at all to the 
purpose. He hung persistently upon his adventures in 
the nearest metropolis, where, some years before, he 
had passed a wondering summer. He tenaciously per- 
severed in attempting to make me see in him a distinctly 
urban citizen. His bond of fellowship with me was 
that I too had lived in his city: and reminiscent tales 
of strange streets and places mingled with his eager in- 
quiries, as to one desperately learned in the dark se- 
crets of cosmopolitan amusements and vices, of the in- 
ner workings of those fascinating quarters where he had

dissipated his money and his time. Yet even his sim- 
plicity in matters metropolitan gave me a slight in- 
sight into his childlike character. Here was a man 
whose physical courage was perfect—one had but to 
look at the eyes, the mouth and jaw to be sure of that— 
a man who had many times faced wild beasts, storms, 
and unalleviated pain. A bear's claw had torn his chest 
‘open, for the scars showed even on his shoulder and 
neck; yet, when directly questioned, the merest gener- 
alities were forthcoming. It was a grizzly that he had 
wounded, and it came rather close before he finished It. 
And, yes, he was knocked about a little; but he got to 
his cabin and cured himself. And, yes, again, it was 
a@ rather tight squeeze and he wasn’t good for much 
until the next spring. But did { remember the saloon 
in the city, where a big, underground room was made 
into a cave, with a place alongside where you could see 
yourself in a coffin, and drink from a skull, with a tomb- 
stone for a table? I remembered the gaudy monstrosi- 
ties of the Grotto and its Sepulcher. Richer by a 
glimpse of the essentially primitive man, when he left 
me, | wept over the treasures he carried away. For 
long years, alone in the deep snows and the frozen win- 
ters, he had trapped the beaver, mink, otter, and beaut!- 
fully-furred beasts of the hills, had hunted deer and elk, 
aye, and caribou and big horn. In the autumns he had 
fearlessly tracked bears and awaited patiently their 
loud charges; had lain in wait for prowling pumas; and 
surely he had slain all denizens of the hills, knew their 
lairs, and preserves, and pastures, their habits and lives, 
and even their dumb emotions. Yet of all his know!l- 
edge [| had gained no grain. not from any churlish desire 
on his part to keep it to himself, but from his sheer 
inability to spontaneously impart it. Living with him, 
bit by bit I might acquire the lore of the woods, but, 
deliberately, on the spur of the moment, it was impos- 
sible for him to tell me even his own adventures. 

In the fall a party of sportsmen came and camped 
beside me. Clean, wholesome, eager-spirited business- 
men from the cities, they were not unlearned in moun- 
tain ways and customs, and their broad, clipped tongue 
was music to me. For a full week I listened nightly 
over their great fires to home talk for which I found 
myself yearning beyond expression. Stories of hotels 
and railways and streets—the artistic little gems we all 
know and manufacture—were very good to harken to; 
and the reminiscent gossip of their friends, of business 


and amusements, of ladies and comfortable residences. | 


were mingled with the narrations of hunt and kill. Of 
this latter talk I minded little; my thought was all of 
the cities whence they came and where they would so 
shortly return; of their everyday lives there, in the 
heart of civilization, with women folk and music, de- 
lightful dinner services, and the commonplaces of their 
lives—commonplaces that to mé, in my sudden loneli- 
ness, were idealities too desirable to be mentioned ex- 
cept in undertones. These sportsmen left me suddenly, 
and homesickness possessed my soul. What would I 
not have given for the garb of my kind, for a dinner in 
a house [ could not but remember, and the friendly gas 
logs thereafter, where ladies would chatter dbout the 
hearth, and the spirit of home would possess me! But 
while the yearning gripped me, the autumn snows 

and the winter closed in October. Je 

I gave up all hope of further visitors until thé open- 
ing of the June spring: but, contrary to my especta- 
tions, came one night through a smoky storm, a liorse- 
man to knock at my door. I asked him neither his na- 
tivity nor his destination, and he did not volunteer in- 
formation. He inquired shortly for shelter, and to- 
gether we stabled his horse, cooked supper, and prepared 
his bed. A very pleasant evening we passed over the 
logs, and many were the dangerous stories he told me. 
At the dawn he awoke me and said good-by. I was 
sorry; he was an excellent comrade; yet I did not urge 
him to stay. A clean-limbed, clean-featured young man 
he was, with a frank, open smile, eyes that met yours 
clearly. an intelligent brow and direct manners; a man 
to take any woman's eye. Revolvers dangled at his 
hips, nor through the evening of my hospitality did he 
remove them. When he rode away, as when he came, 
a ready repeating rifie rested in the hollow of his arm. 
There was a heavy bag at his saddle bow, which I af- 
fected not to notice, and on it was a smear of black. 
Yes, surely, a gush of caked blood. But I was sorry 
that he left me so abruptly, for he was a companionable 
man, and he had stories to tell of outlaws he had heard 
of, desperate deeds done by men of crisp names, remi- 
niscences of famed murderous characters whose friends 
his own friends had known. 

Last, in the cold heart of winter, when the thermome- 
ter registered 40 degrees below zero, and the killing 
wind ceaselessly poured over white mountains and a 
white lake, an Indian unstrapped his snowshoes at my 
door, and threw down the haunch of a deer. He could 
speak no English but a half-dozen greetings and blas- 
phemies, yet for all that he was extremely talkative, 
and his lips were never still. He laughed a good deal, 
made sly jests and played more than one practical joke 
during his short sojourn; and altogether he dispelled 
my preconceived notions of the taciturnity and gloom of 
his race. A more jolly, twinkling, tittering high-school 
boy I mever hope to meet. He was by far uglier than 
sin, though his manners were prettier than truth. I 
would have trusted my life and my worldly possessions 
to him without thought, and, in fact, | did so. He left 
me suddenly, mysteriously, in the dead midnight, and 
he took with him my purse, my best rifle, and my con- 
fidence in humanity, white or red. 

Thenceforth, through the winter, I had no more vist- 
tors. Man disappeared from my still universe. Even 
the game for long weeks left me, and I was quite alone 
in the Theater of the Lake, Yet for the longer part of 
the season I was contented and even happy. With a 
warm cabin, with tobacco and wine and long shelves 
of delicacies, with the voices of the trees and th® tongued 
wolves and dead authors to keep me company, [ hardly 
noticed the long passage of the months, and spring and 
June came unexpectedly, filling me with glad surprise.

¥ DEAR PATSY: In the round of sightseeing it 

Paris we must not forget a part of the city ever 

dear to a woman's heart—the shops. They are an 
alluring enticement not to be passed by. At first sight 
the large establishments which correspond to our de- 
partment stores are rather disappointing. There is sucha 
& vast quantity and reckless confusion of things. Ev- 
erything is displayed—bolts of delicate cloth and shim- 
mering silks are piled from floor to ceiling. Even on 
the outside there are stalls and booths half the width of 
the pavement for the odds and ends—a continuous bar- 
gain counter. Yet with time and patience every beau- 
tiful fabric imaginable can be found. 


In all these Grand Magasins de Nouveautés, the price 
of the article is distinctly tagged and fairly reasonable. 
The Bon Marché is the most extensive house and abso- 
lutely honest and reliable in its dealings. Years ago it 
was started in a modest way by Monsieur and Madam 
Boucicault and left by them as a philanthropic legacy for 
all time. Every employé is a partner. If an unmarried 
woman, she is also given the protection of board and 
lodging under the Bon Marché roof. In the addressing 
of circulars and letters, where some 3000 find employ- 
ment, only cripples are eligible. 

But the system of buying in the large shops almost 
gives an American nervous prostration. To get even a 
paper of pins in your hands takes a full twenty minutes. 
Now think of that! First you select the article at one 
counter, then follow the clerk to another counter, whére 
two or three wise-looking owls are perched on high 
stools behind a desk; there your purchase and the price 
is intoned by the clerk and repeated by the owl who 
registers it in a ponderous volume. Here you pay; after 
the change is made the pins disappear to another cor- 
ner to be wrapped up. Whew! these are very precious 
pins!

One quickly learns that a Frenchman has no concep- 
tion of time and distance. “Tout de suite” (in a minute) 
is an expression on every tongue. One hears it a hundred 
times a day. It seems to be breathed in the air, and 
means any convenient time from one to sixty minutes, 
while devious miles of distance are measured by a shrug 
and sweeping gesture, as just around the corner. 


The small shopkeeper—and there are hundreds of 
him—is a distinct type. At the very sight of an Ameri- 
can his honesty goes entirely on the bias and cross- 
wise. He has more smiling ways of cheating than hairs 
on his deceitful old head. Of course you must never pay 
the first price—that is a matter of preface to the intro- 
duction of the article. Perhaps it is a prettily-embroid- 
ered blouse. You say trop chére” (too expensive,) and 
the price drops easily a few francs. Then you look 
doubtful and the attendant disappears to consult the 
proprietor, who is often stationed behind a screen or po- 
rous door where, on quick scrutiny, you have seen two 
eyes sharply peering at you. Now begins the real bar- 
gaining. After repeating this procedure several times, 
you say “No,” and make a decided move toward the 
door. Then comes the grand climax: “Ah, Madam! 
wait one moment——” (in such a wooing, persuasive 
little way,) “it is zee most choize garment in ze house— 
so beautiful, so chic, every stitch done wiz ze fingers. 
Ah! it is made only for you, Madam. N’est ce pas? I 
will ask him once more, as a great favor, to make sest 
se leetle reductsion.”” Finally, voila! your purchase tis 
made at almost half the original price, and all concerned 
are beamingly happy. 

It is a fact that the price in these smaller places, or 
bargaining shops, for an American, is much higher than 
a Frenchman would think of paying, and, in fact, almost 
any other nation, except, perhaps, the Russian. I stood 
with Madam D-——. a born Parisian, looking into a win- 
dow where bric-a-brac and bronzes were temptingly dis- 
played. We were curious as to the price. Madam said: 
“Come, let's go in. But sh! don’t speak a word. I will 
address you as my friend from Amsterdam. The price 
does not ascend for Hollanders.”

de Paris with “specialties and rarities of the season,” | Post. 
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Robinson Crusoe’s Island. 
CONTROVERSY AS TO WHICH OF Two 
PLaces HE INHABITED.

HAT island and what man did De Foe have in 
mind when he wrote Robinson Crusoe? Ask 
the question in Trinjdad—or anywhere else in 
the West Indies—and they will confidently tell you that 
the island was Tobago and the man Pedro Serrano; 
ask in Valparaiso, and with no less assurance you wil 
be told Juan Fernandez and Alexander Selkirk. If you 
show dissent in either instance, you are promptiy told 
to go amd see for yourself. This will prove a perfectly 
useless proceeding as far as shedding light on the moot 
question is concerned, for on each island you will find 
a tablet erected to its hero, and Robinson Crusoe’s 
Caves, Robinson Crusoe’s Lookout and Robinson Cru- 
soe’s everything elses to infinity. If you have set your 
heart om knowing the; truth, you will return dis- 
appointed, but if you are able to let sea and mountains 
and rioteus tropical and sub-tropical forests obscure the 
main issue your time wil) not have been badly spent. 
This sketch does not aim to settle a mystery to which 
of De Foe alone holds the key, but rather 

few passing impressions of present-day life 
, and to note a few of the events which tread 
closely upon one another’s heels in the troublous an- 
nals of Juan Fernandez. 

First, then, for Tobago. This is a smal) island of 
about seven miles by twenty-six lying ten miles to the 


northeast of Trinidad. This fact is considered a strong 
point in favor of the Crusoe theory, as local advocates 
claim that in early editions of the great novel the hero 
is spoken of as seeing from his lookout an island by 
that name to the southwest, a statement the truth of 
which I have never been able to definitely determine. 


Tobago was discovered by Columbus in 1498, and 
after being tossed about for some centuries between 
Spain, France and Holland, was acknowledged to be a 
British Colony in 1814. It is now attached to the gov- 
ernment of Trinidad, with its loca] affairs looked after 
by a resident. 

Durimg the last century Tobago, like all the 
British islands of the West Indies, devoted its energies 
to sugar raising, and when that industry began to col- 
lapse before the competition of German beet sugar in 
the home markets it was one of the hardest hit. Sugar 
land was suffered to return to original bush for a 
period, but during the last decade the cultivation of 
cacao tas brought much of it back under cultivation. 
Cacao, however, though a most remunerative crop, em- 
ploys searcely one person in its cultivation where sugar 
requires ten, so that the change has wrought consider- 
able hardship among the island's 18,000 or 20,000 of 
négro population. The soil is too rich and the climate 
too mild to permit of rea! suffering—forty feet square al- 
most anywhere will raise enough bananas, yams and 
plantain to support a large family—but the poverty of 
all the blacks is extreme, a condition which has made 
of them the most inveterate lot of beggars in all the 
West Indies. In this connection I recall with amuse- 
ment my experience while endeavoring to walk around 
the island during my visit of 1907. 

The distance is about thirty-five miles—a well mac- 
adamized road all the way—and I was trying to make 
the circuit between daylight and dark. This would not 
have been a very serious undertaking under ordinary 
conditions, but in Tobago I am fully convinced it is a 
physical impossibility q accomplish the distance on 
foot within a week. A man out for a day's tramp is 
never a promising-looking objective for a beggar, and 
the frayed suit of faded khaki which | wore on this 
occasion was of especially forbidding appearance. In 
spite of appearances, however, I headed a triumphal 
procession from the time I ambled out of Scarbrough, 
at daylight, until, five miles out of town, I gave up the 


that point, and when | finally reached a hamiet where 
no pennies were to be had I felt myself-in a serious 
predicament. I coukd hardly afford to throw sixpences 
and shillings to the insistent blacks, and there was no 
getting rid of them with promises. Finally I bethought 
myself of an old canvas coat I was carrying against 
the chance of the ever-imminent rain. The prospect of 
a tropical shower seemed as nothing to the noisome 
black cataclysm which was already overwhelmiig me; 
so I threw the good old coat to the crowd and, Elijah- 
like, bolted over the hill, leaving my mantle to my 
followers. At the next village I bired a horse, changed 
all the money I had left into pennies, and thus equip- 
ped, managed to fight my way back to Scarbrough by 
nightfall. 

It is @ common boast in Tobago that from strand to 
strand of the lovely isie, from Scarbrough to Robin- 
Crusoe’s Anvil, from Robinson Crusce’s Lookout 
ta Robinson Crusoe’s Aquarium, there is neither reptile 
nor carrion bird. Tourists give vent to “Ohs” and 
“Abs” of wonder when they hear of this remarkable 
circumstance for the first time, and gather in groups to 
speculate on the manner of the miracle which should 
thus bless one island to the exclusion of all its sisters. 
If one of these would take the trouble to turn loose a 
fat lizard or a black-neecked South American basura 
anywhere on the outskirts of Scarbrough he would 
quickly have the answer to the riddle. There is noth- 
ing to it but this: the fat lizard’s shrift, from the mo- 
ment he was sighted by one or more of the very hungry 
blacks, would require a stop watch to show it in ap- 
preciable longitude; while the buzzard, if his wings 
chanced to save him for the nonce from the fate of the 
fat lizard, would only be making his death a matter of 


slow starvation, for there is nothing left for birds to 
fatten on when Tobago rises from its meals. | 


The Tobago negro woman is distinctive in her dress, 
in her manner of wearing her fichu or head handker- 
chief, and her way of gathering up her skirt in front 
and tucking it inside her belt band. This gives her 
room to step out in front and put her best foot for- 
ward. Sometimes when it rains she tucks nearly all 
of her skirt im at the belt band. As to where it goes, 
you can get no clew. The operation must be ‘closely 
akin to that of the snake swallowing itself, for you 
never see any of the tucked-in part sticking out.’ Some 
of the upper ten, when they are full-rigged for a Sun- 
day-afternoon cruise, often wear as many as six or eight 
skirts.

Forcing Plants by Warm Water. 


In experimental circles in nearly all

It may 
be a little late for our readers to experiment heavily 
during the present season, for it has been proven that 
the nearer the natural resting period approaches its 
termination, the less the influence upon the plants 
treated. Not all plants need immersion during the 
same period, but nearly all respond splendidly for 
holiday blooms in December. A few plants do even 
better in January, while some wil! force satisfactorily 
during the autumn months. 

The exact treatment required for any certain plant 
may best be determined by experiniéntation, but for our 
average flowering shrubs an immersion for eight hours 
at a temperature of 90 Fahrenheit has been found to be 
a very satisfactory treatment. Higher temperatures 
and immersion beyond twelve hours’ time was found 
to be injurious to the flower buds of nearly all plants 
thus far experimented with. In a few cases an atmos- 
pheric temperature higher than that of the bath is nec- 
essary, but the plants requiring such heat are few and 
are marked exceptions to the rule necessary to follow 
with those shrubs must familiar to us of Southern 
California.

RESULTS OF INVESTIGATIONS BY KANSA 
EXPERIMENT STATION. 


By Henry W. Kruckeberg. 


S readers of this department will appreciate, there 
A is no class of people more loyal to the line of agri- 
cultural production they happen to follow than the 


breeders of different classes and varieties of poultry. 
This loyalty to a breed is obviously more pronounced in 
the fancier than in the commercial! breeder, though the 
latter is by no means lukewarm in his advocacy of his 
favorite bird. In the unsympathetic atmosphere of the 
market place, and even on the farm where revenue is 
the first consideration, the lines of cleavage are more 
pronounced. In a late bulletin of the Kansas Experi- 
ment Station entitled “The Hen on the Farm.” some in- 
teresting conclusions have been arrived at. The subject 
was investigated in two ways, namely, by ascertaining 
from question blanks the variety of fow)] kept; and from 
opinions of poultry packers, and by actual count of 
chickens in receiving-rooms of the packing concerns. 
From the data so collected, it was learned that only 
about 10 per cent. of the fowl on Kansas farms were 
pure-bred, a showing which must have been surprising, 
since it represented a considerable loss to their owners 
over what they might have received had there been 
more pure-bred. When it came to the latter and the po- 
sitions occupied by different varieties, both on the farms 
and in the packing-houses, the following result was ob- 
tained from the investigation: ,

Among the many packing-houses visited throughout 
the State, the following consensus of opinion was de- 
veloped: For dressed fow! (hens) the Plymouth Rocks 
held first place: for broilers and roasters the White 
Rocks and White Wyandottes were considered equally 
good. Outside of the American class the Cornish Fowl! 
were ranked highest by those who included the breed 
in their list. The Leghorns are desirable for their yel- 
low legs and skin: some dealers claiming them among 
the best where a small carcass is a consideration. Of 
the Asiatics, the Langshans and Brahmas have first 
place for purposes of caponizing. 

In conclusion, the bulletin gives three lists represent- 
ing the opinions of the leading packers on the hen’s 
place in the world of trade and traffic. 

1. Barred Plymouth Rocks. 2 Wyandottes. 3. 
Other Plymouth Rocks. 4. Brown Leghorns. 5. White

As applied to Northern California, it is safe to say 
that under a similar test the Leghorns, and especially 
the Whites, would occupy first place either for eggs or 
carcass. South of the Tehachepi, however, it is almost 
safe to say that the American class would maintain its 
supremacy. It is somewhat surprising to learn that only 
10 per cent. of the hen population of Kansas is stand- 
ard-bred, clearly indicating that the work of the Ameri- 
can Poultry Association is still somewhat unfinished. In 
California it is safe to say that the great majority of our 
poultry is pure-bred. Indeed, the writer has seen but 
very few flocks of mixed breeds hereabouts. 

The Preliminaries.

_ but captain's orders go, even on a tug. Sleep may have 

knocked at the door, but if she did, her reception was 
not cordial. A fearful racket on deck, the sound of 
water rushing and battering as only water can rush and 
batter, a feeling as though the tug were trying to climb 
the Pyramids, and then the reaction of her sudden slide 
down the seas, to bring up with a quiver that shook her 
from stem to stern—those things don’t make for sleep, 
but they do end in all unlashed bodies finding themselves 
adrift on the decks. A groan of thanks that one had 
not taken off his shoes, and then for the wheelhouse, to 
reach that haven drenched, sore and anxious. 

Sea captains don’t care to talk when they are busy, 
so it was some time before we could gather together 
enough facts to appreciate our situation. Ben, the cook, 
shouting up “Coffee!” to the captain, broke in on the 
monotony of waiting and shivering. Ben had been 
tossed out of his bunk and had made his way for‘ard 
to find the galley door smashed and the sea caressing 
his stove. With an energy inspired by anger and disgust 
he shooed the sea away and proceeded to dry things up. 
Presently the fo’c’s'le hands crept galleyward begging 
for coffee. These unfortunates were dripping, for the 
seas had flooded them out of the fo’c’s’le, and they had 
been busy ever since making fast the anchor, which had 
loosened from its moorings. 

The cook’s greetings to them was none too cheery. 
Sailors’ words are strong, but Ben’s were tremendous 
as he told them that with thirteen men aboard they 
Ought to be glad if they ever got ashore, let alone have 
hot coffee. Soon things in the little galley were fairly 
shipshape, and one conld sit down by holding on tight. 

Coffee is a sailor’s brandy. To see the pilot drain two 
scalding cups. his frame shivering with the cold but his 
hands steady as if he were in smooth water, was an 
object lesson in temperance. He had turned back then, 
by Capt. Sutton’s orders, to run with the wind and sea 
till day should break, when we would take our bearings 
on the chart by that eternal system of dead reckoning. 
Daylight saw us all cheerfully at breakfast, with steak 
and potato, cake and coffee, to cheer the inner man. 
How that cook could do it was a mystery, but in com- 
menting on it the captain recalled one morning when 
the seas were washing through the galley and Ben and 
his dog crouched on the galley table, the cook watching 
his coffee pot and frying pork chops. 

A consultation between the engineer, the captain and 
the pilot ended in a decision to run back for coal, water 
and news. As the captain put it, if the Republic was 
| still afloat and we reached her we would need more coal

The wind was stil) blowing half a gale as we cast 
and when we got outside the inner harbor, or “hole,” 
sailors call it, we found ourselves plunging in a white 
capped sea. But after our experience of the night be- 
fore, it seemed restful, and we were just about to turn 
in when Crash—bang—crash! the wheel flew around, 
almost upsetting the steersman, and the tug slapped 
straight into the wind. A hasty inspection by the engi- 
neer brought word that we were making water by the 
stern at an alarming rate, and presently the captain 
was informed that our rudder had torn away and left 
a hole on the water line big enough to pass a good-sized 
man through. The crash we had heard was the rudder 
falling afoul of the screw. Afterward we thanked our 
stars the screw had not been put out of commission by 
the blow. 

It is not a nice thing to stand on a tugboat’s deck on 
a pitch-dark night in a heavy wind and sea and realize 
that the steering gear is gone and the wrecking pumps 
at work to keep the water from reaching the fires in the 
engine-room. Thoughts of turning in were dismissed 
as one saw the cabin mattress and blankets rolled into a 
compact mass and stuffed into that gaping hole astern. 


Besides, it was much warmer and less gloomy in the 
galley, where one could actually raise a laugh listening 
to the exchange of compliments between the cook and 
the crew. Ben developed strongly at this time on the 
subject of setting out with a company of thirteen and 
not even a dog to pass the blame on to. 

Luckily the pumps kept the water‘down and the en- 
gines responded beautifully to every call made on them, 
so that the captain was able to bring his boat back to 
the dock we had left so lately without further damage. 
His emergency steering gear was a miracle of genius to 
a landsman, and even in the old sailors aboard it excited 
admiration that expressed itself more in looks and whis- 
pers than in outspoken words. Some of those aboard 
doubted our ability to make the harbor, and thought we 
should anchor and wait for assistance, but not so Capt. 
Sutton. He threw out his anchor sure enough, but it 
was as a rudder that he used it, not as a safety measure. 

To cast out anchor, let the wind and tide swing you 
in the direction you want to go, make full speed ahead 
dragging the anchor along the bottom till the pull in 
that direction has taken you out of the course, then to 
take hold again, swing agajn, full speed again, and so 
on indefinitely, making sometimes a hundred feet, same- 
times a hundred yards. requires a monumental patience 
as well as all the ski!) a seafaring man can hope for. 
It took four hours to make two miles by this process, but 
then we were inside the hole in calm water, and feared 
nothing as long as the pumps were doing their share. 
Just to show what can be done with a leaking and rud- 
derless tug. we brought up at the dock again, coming 
alongside just as though we were under ordinary con- 
trol. Then our anchor was dragged in and all hands 
made for the galley, where the ever ready Ben had a 
meal awaiting us that must have affected enviously the 
nostrils of every housekeeper in Edgartown.

FIELD NOTES. é 


Phe Orange Thrips. 

AM in receipt of @ small mailing box of oranges. 

The fruit had been sent out in good condition, with 

no marring of the rind, but upon arriving in an east- 
ern market was feund unsalable on account of discolor- 
ation of the skin. This fruit had been returned to the 
shipper and then forwardea to my office, and thus be- 
gins the public record of a new pest in the locality grow- 
ing these oranges. The damage was caused by a thrips, 
probably Euthrips occidentalis. I fear it will be a long 
time, if ever, that we hear the last of this invader. It 
is even now in all probability spread all over the citrus 
territory of the State, but does not propagate sufficiently 
in the more humid sections to do any material damage 
to foliage or fruit. 

The locality from which these fruit samples came has 
a very hot, dry climate—excellent for both the growth 
of oranges and the development of the thrips. This lit- 
tle creature is so minute that it can conceal itself in the 
bloom and new leaf-growth of the tree and attracts no 
attention. Its presence is first shown by spots.of excori- 
ated rind, and these spots often are not discernible un- 
til the fruit has been received at market—the curing or 
shrinking process revealing the spots of broken skin 
cells when it is too late to recall the fruit. The mouth 
parts of this creature are peculiarly adapted to the de- 
struction of the outer skin of the orange. One part is 
used in rasping or rooting away the epidermis and the 
other for sucking the juices upon which the thrips 
feeds. It is also able to force its way into the terminal 
buds, and damage or even destroy the opening leaves. 
It warps and kills the older foliage where its numbers 
are great, and in extreme cases so affects the foliage 
that the vitality of the tree is brought low. 

Every citrus-fruit grower will in the future read 
with interest the progress that may be made in the 
study and control of this insect. Some time ago | wrote 
to Dr. Howard, chief of the Bureau of Entomology, call- 
his attention to the damage the thrips is doing in cer- 
tain citrus territories. His reply has just been received 
and now we may be assured that a general investiga- 
tion will be ordered, in connection with the campaign 
that is being made against the thrips In the deciduous 
orchards of the State. If Dr. Howard's men pursue this 
inquiry as faithfully as they are working on other lines 
in California, we may hope for results within the year. 


Adulterated Foods. 


ROF. E. M. JAFFA, director of the State Food and 

Drug Laboratory, has just reported upon the exami- 
nation of 989 samples of foods from baking powder down 
the alphabetical line to wine. Of these samples 207 
were adulterated, 88 mislabeled, 129 both adulterated 
and mislabeled, and 565 not in violation of the Califor- 
nia Pure Food Law. It would be interesting to know 
what has been done about it. The examination of these 
foods has been carefully made, but of .what direct use 
is it unless the manufacturers are brought to account 
where they have violated the law. There is some value 
in publicity, and yet the reports we have had hereto- 
fore do not indicate how this publicity has been given. 
There is many a stomach whose owner would like to 
see the pure-food law thoroughly enforced.

Canned Fruits and Vegetables. 

T seems to be a popular belief that fruits form the 

great bulk of the canned goods of the United States. 
Such is not the case, however. Canned vegetables ex- 
ceed in value canned fruits by more than four times, 
and canned fish is in excess of fruits by more than 50 
per cent. The last actual statistics we have show the 
value of canned goods as follows: Vegetables, $45,- 
200,000; fish, $16,900,000; fruits, $11,600,000; oysters, $3,- 
260,000. These figures were taken three years ago, and 
show a total value of $76,960,000. A late compilation in- 
dicates that the canneries of 1908 turned out about $125,- 
000,000 worth of products. 

Household canning, of course is not taken into con- 
sideration. Fruits are largely in excess, if not almost 
the whole output in domestic canning. The art of “put- 
ting up” vegetables is not largely practiced in the home. 
The tinning of vegetables, on the other hand, has been 
perfected by the numberiess manufactories now en- 
gaged in this enterprise, and the growing of vegetables 
has in consequence received a great stimulus. In this 
country there are now employed during the month of 
September 132,000 persons, and in August over 100,000 
are working in the canneries. From the above account 
it will be observed that fruit growers are losing out 
to the vegetable growers in the consumption of canned 
goods, and it behooves the former to widen their mar- 
kets for fresh fruits, and give greater distribution to 
their crops by this means. Californians produce annu- 
ally an orange crop worth nearly half as much as the 
total canning output of the United States. Deciduous 
growers should fall in line. 


A Blessing in Disguise. 
OME time ago the Claremont Horticultural Club de- 
voted the time of an entire meeting to the mealy bug. 
One little infestation of this pest caused all the discus- 
sion. When the members had all been heard, including 
the college experts, Mr. Frederick Masker summed up 
the situation as follows:

in that it has early called your attention to the true 
value of the system of orchard infection inaugurated in 
this district by Professors Cook and Baker. The mealy 
bug is but one of several serious insect pests that are 
striving continually to gain a permanent foothold in 
your citrus orchards, and it is ou:y a question of time 
till they will surely arrive. This has been the fate of 
the most carefully guarded citrus districts of this State. 
The avenues of entrance open to these pests are many, 
and while as a community you may make and take the 
most stringent measures governing the movement of 
trees and plants, and the use of suspected apparatus for 
orchard management, it is beyond the ingenuity of man 
to control the movement of the winds, of insects and 
of birds. These are the factors that constitute the true 
sources of danger in the present instance, and are & 
constant menace, in that they furnish the most rapid 
sources of distribution of scale pests from orchard to 
orchard, and from one district to another. 

“Since it is apparent that it is beyond our power at 
the present time to prevent the arrival of these pests, 
it may be well to consider the better way of preventing 
their becoming firmly established once they do arrive. 
This in my opinion will be found in promptly locating 
and fumigating each new infestation as soon as it is 
discovered. To accomplish this, a competent inspec- 
tion of each individual tree in the orchard is neces- 
sary. No man can say with accuracy what is In an or- 
chard until he has searched each tree. This is what the 
system of inspection outlined by Prof. Baker will fur- 
nish you—a recorded condition from the standpoint of 
insect pests—of each tree in your orchard. Upon the 
receipt of the report, the matter then rests entirely with 
yourself. If the record shows that one or more trees 
have become infested with an Insect pest new to your 
locality, better to promptly sacrifice the crop of fruit 
at once, than to wait until the regular fumigating time 
and permit the insect to become well established. 


“Complete eradication, if taken in time, has been 
done and can be done. This, however, is not the time 
or place for guesswork, and to be successful the employ- 
ment of a system that will enable you to govern the 
strength of the gas with accuracy is recommended. Such 
a system will be found in the one now being introduced 
by the Department of Agriculture. In relation to the 
manipulation of this system, the common)ly-accepted 
idea that anything that is scientific must necessarily 
be intricate, still clings tenaciously to many who have 
not seen this system in operation. On the contrary, it is 
simplicity itself. Based upon scientific principles which 
produce accurate results, the mechanical details have 
been worked out until it can be operated with greater 
facility, accuracy and speed than any of the old systems 
of guesswork that have preceded it. Furthermore, ex- 
perience is not necessary with thie system, any one hav- 
ing a marked tent and a copy of the schedule of doses 
worked out by Prof. Woglum, can rest assured that he 
will be successful if he follow the simple directions.”

There is a grand opportunity offered for ministers 
of the various denominations to reawaken the waning 
interest of the public in the churches, by teaching peo- 
ple how to live—how to live so as to avoid disease and 
to get well when they are diseased—how to breathe, and 
exercise, and eat, and sleep. Drugs never have, nor ever 
will cure disease. Mental suggestion, while valuable, is 
not of itself sufficient, so long as men continue to live 
wrong. 

In order to teach others how to live, they must, of 
course, themselves first study the laws of health, about 
which even members of the medical fraternity, as a rule, 
know so little. This, however, is not by any means ea 
difficult study for those who bring to it a mind unpreju- 
diced by the errors taught in medical colleges, where 
symptoms are mistaken for disease, which is always an 
effort of nature to cure.

Outsiders sometimes get erroneous 
conceptions of our oranges; when comparing them with 
Florida oranges, as the latter ripen much earlier.

Olives. 


IPE California olives are slowly but surely increas- 

ing in popularity. Still, a great majority of the peo- 
ple of the United States only know the olive by the sour, 
green specimens that come from Spain, being used at 
banquets to clear the palate between wines. They bear 
the same relation to a green olive that a green plum 
does to a ripe one. 

There has been much improvement of late in the 
method of putting up olives. Large, black ripe olives 
may now be had packed in tin or glass, that keep for an 
indefinite time. A sample can has been received of 
chopped olives, the small size of olives being utilized 
for this purpose. They come in handy for picnics and 
similar affairs. From a hygienic point of view the 
drawback is that these olives, like other olives prepared 
by the lye and pickling process, are altogether too salt, 
and therefore to that extent unwholesome. Some of the 
canned olives contain very little salt. The Mexicans 
have a method of preparing olives in running water, 
which is much more wholesome than the brine process. 


ed olives may also occasionally be obtained. Some, 
put! up in Fresno, are awfully salt, being intended for 
the Portuguese, whose taste in this direction is de- 
praved. Others are put up without any salt. 

Ripe olives, unsalted, are a wholesome variety of food, 
furnishing fat in an easily digestible form, and may be 
consumed by many who cannot digest olive oil—‘“free 
Chicken Raising Contagious.

If that is true, why should it be im- 
possibly ideal to bring about such a condition of things 
that will place the full control of all health matters in 
the hands of our profession—where it belongs—in the 
hands of a strong State Board of Health? [f a thing 
is right it is right, and the mere fact that it is ideal 
should not deter us from working for that object. There 
are things quite as vital to our profession as the size 
and shape of a new blood plague or the staining of a 
new germ.” | 

This means that the health and life of the people 
should be placed in the hands of a limited number of 
medical practitioners who believe in the use of drugs 


and the overuse of the knife, both of which practices s 
constantly-increasing number of thinking people regard 
as the cause of a vast number of unnecessary deaths.
